Perhaps no Cliristiniia day in 
tho annals of tho province has given ua 
greater causca for congratulation, indi- 
vidually. Everything has gone well with 
us as a people and l)rij;hter prospects 
never opened tliai> those whicli extend 
boforo ua to-day. Altiiuugh the jia.st year 
commenced souiewlial in doubt, tlie mists 
<;radually cleared away and left only for- 
tunate realities behind them. I'oliti- 
cally the helm of state has been skillfully 
handled and tho country has boon piloted 
through tho sluillowa into tho open sea of 
hope and prosperity. This is the lirst 
Christmas that we havu been able to say 
of a surety that the Island railway is to 
be built, and that tho dryduck ia no 
longer a burden on tlio province. These 
tffo facts have had the greatest iiifliieneo

On the whole the past year has been a 
prosperous one for thu city and province;

Dmiiig Ihc- 
past year ileath has not Ijrcn idle iu our 
midst, and both the young and old luivr 
arisen and departed from among \is at His 
bidding. jMany old and n spi-cttd l iti/.i-ns, 
pioucerB of tlie city and province, have k-ft 
the ranks, to be replacd, we trust, liy 
others as full of hoiio and vigor as they 
were, and who will inari'li with tin- iirovincc 
through another and more brilliant period 
of its history. In conclusion it only re- 
mains to heartily wish our many readers 
tho compliments of the season, and not 
only our present readers, but those who 
will sooner or later become so — in fact, 
to everybody.

Keeping these facts 
in mind it will be seen tli.-it there was 
room for the brochure of '•Censor," a 
manual of prevalent niialake.s and inipro- 
prieties in conduct and speech, lately pnh- 
lished in New York city, and which so 
many people have resented as iui unwar- 
ranted arraignment of their hreeding. 
Nevertheless, there lire plenty to hail the 
advent of "Don't," the terdu title of thu 
little book, as a teacher deeply needed. 
This latest book on eti(juette is iiot up to 
date, sinco it does not instruct the Ameri- 
can mistress of a household not to s(u-ve 
btitter at dinner, and to avoid at all times 
tlie culinary solecism of tho individual 
butter plate. We take occasion to hero 
again admonish our readers that books 
cannot take the place of a live daily jour- 
nal in maintaining .-i cognizance of cm-rent 
forms and doings, It cannot be said on 
all occasions and of all persons that the 
promptings of a kindly nature will roanlt 
in acts of good breeding, since the most 
generous iv>puIsos would not warn an un- 
instructcd hostess against insisting upon 
taking a caller's hat and cam; and to pay 
no attention to tlieni. In the uiimiial, 
men are asked "not to wear dressing-g(jwn 
and slippers anywhere out of their bed- 
room's. To appear at table or in any 
company in this garb is tho soul of vul- 
garity. "Don'ttuck youriiapkin underyour 
chin, or spread it upon your bre.ast. Bib.i 
and tuckers arc for the nursery." "Don't 
bito your bread," it should be broken be- 
fore being conveyed to the mouth. The 
nibbled slice of buttered bread is an un- 
pleasing object. Boiled eggs should be 
crushed before being deposited on tho 
plato. "If Americans expect to rate high 
as a nation, they must expectorate less." 
In conversatiiui iianjing tho person ad- 
dressed should be avoided, for such a 
method of gaining attention is seldom 
necessary. Thackeray's rule about slang 
holds its honored place with this latest 
authority upon manners, which is that 
some slang is gentlemanly and other slang 
is vulgar. People should be sure they 
know the difference between tho reprehen- 



siblo and permissible kinds. These quo- 
tations and suggestions are not given in 
tho belief that any one who reads them 
will find them absolutely new, but as a 
sample of what is contained in the fresh- 
est work on etiquette.

HUDSON BAY CO.'S 
TROUBLES. 



The story of Donald A. Smith's cok/j 
(/'c(<i< at tho late annual niootiiiE of tho 
H. B.Co.'s shareholduira fills an important 
chapter in the London daily press. lie 
maiiuged by one stroke of his arm to 
swoop from oflice for a lew days tho dop- 
uty-governer and the majority of the 
board of directors and reinstMe in their 
stead himself and some friands. Tho 
Hudson Bay Company is an old fossil and 
Mr. Smith undertook to shake up the dry 
bones, an undertaking in which he did 
not prove altogether successful. Its fos- 
silized way of doing things betrayed the 
company mto Mr. Smith's hands and 
made it an easy victory. The Rharohuld- 
ers had got into the habit of merely meet- 
i?ig to hear the report of tho directors 
read, of adopting it without question and 
then le.%ving tho meeting and allowing the 
directors apparetitly to re-elect tliem- 
solves. Mr. Smith spoiled all this. He 
criticised severely the repor^^ and the 
managoniont against which he made 
cliarges, and into which he demanded on 
enquiry. No enquiry was granted, though 
a long discussion took place, an unpre 
cedonted thing, a.s tho doputy-governor 
apologized for being compelled by iMr. 
Smith's criticism to depart from the usual 
custom of allowing the governor's spouch 
to be the only one. Hv. Smith, how- 
over, awaited his time, and when the 
diareholdcra had rushed away in blissful 
ignorance, ajiparently, that such a thing 
as balloting for the election of a board 
existed at all, and had-left the directors 
to ro-olcct themselves as usual, INlr. 
."■■imith atejjpod forward and deposited his 
bullotn, and holding more atoci; than all 
the board and sliareholders who formally 
remained, he elected himself and all his 
t icket against their imited power. Mr. 
.Smith wished to ro-urganize tho manage- 
ment of the land department and pro- 
bably bring it more into accordance with 
that of till! Canadian Pacific Company, of 
which ho is also a member. The re|)ort 
of the directors shows that the depression 
in Manitoba has resulted in great arrears 
in tho payment of instalments on laud 
sales, and that the lands sold during the 
boom will, for tlie most part,revert to the 
company. Tliis is a bad showing, and is 
in direct contradiction to all reports 
which liave hitherto boon received from 
interested sources. But Mr.Smith failed, 
as our readers all know, to carry his 
point. Tho law was against him and the 
old directors, with one exception are again 
in power. The coHpiTetuth&i drawn public 
attention to tho company's mode of con- 
ducting business and there will bo a 
sweeping reform instituted, Thu greatest 
hostility is shown to Mr. Brydges, thu 
land cotntnissioncr of the company, and it 
is thought that ho will have to "go."

The novel spectacle of a whale hunt has 
been witnessed in the Tay during the 
week. .Sinco yesterday week the whale, 
wliich is of '.ho finer species, has been 
swimming about the estuary, somotimcs 
appearing close in shore at Broughty ferry, 
and at other times above Dundee in 
tho vicinity of the Mars training ship. Its 
size is variously estimated at from 30 to GO 
feet, and as all the crews of the whaling 
vessels are ut homo at present, several at- 
tempts have been made to capturo it. A 
number of whaling boats fully equipped 
have been cruising about for some days, 
iind one of the boats got within range of 
it between the Mars ship and tho Tay 
Bridge. Tho captain fired twice, but 
faded to get "fast." 

Throe [Jour women attetided before Mr. 
Vaughan at Bow street and asked liis 
advice under the following circumstances: 
'I'liey c)ccu|)ied rooms at No. 8, Exeter 
street and on Friday week received notice 
from the Duke of Bedford's oflice to vacate 
the premises in a week. They had been 
unable to find any other lodgings, and 
now the lead had been taken off the roof- 
ing, tho water cut off and the cisterns 
taken away. Mr. jNIarshain, a clerk in 
the Duke of Bedford's office, attended at 
the re(iuest of Mr. Vaughan, and e.xplain- 
ed that the lessee of thu premises had ab- 
sconded and tho building was lot out in 
tenements. It was now in a very unsafe 
condition, and it was desirable tliat tho 
tenants should leave as soon as possible, 
as the house was going to bo pulled down. 
Mr. Vaughan said that the moment these 
women paid rent, and it had boon ac- 
cei)ted, they became tenants, without any 
reference to an absconding lessee; and .as 
weekly tenants they became entitled to a 
week's notice. He could not refrain from 
saying that it was a barbarous proceeding 
for the roof to 'do taken oil in the manner 
dliacribed. The tcn::nts had a right to re- 
muin in the house unless the proper course 
was adopted to eject thorn.

X OORGEOllS ArFAIH. 

'I'lie I'riiico of ''IValffs' Elcpaiit 
.\«'\v ]ta'II-r«>oiii. 

The new ball-rooiu which his Koyal 
llighnesH the I'rince of Wales has had 
erected during the last summer waa 
used for the firdt time at the county 
ball given by the Prince and Princess 
on Friday night 

Formerly the entrance hall at Sand- 
ringbatn House was used for the pur- 
poses of a ball room, but thu Prir ■ 
has bad a new wing constructed at t; . 
south side of tlie mansion, at right an- 
gles, between the house and the offices. 
Tiiis has been carried out from the de- 
signs and under the superintendence of 
>lr. liobort W. Edis, F.S,A., architect, 
of Loiulon. In this wiug a spaciou.s 
and elegant ball-room has been cou- 
sti ;cted with a corridor connecting it 
witli tho remainder of the house, and 
behind it have boon provided new tele- 
graph and post otlieea Tiie principal 
jiortioii of the wing is occupied by the 
ball-room, tlie general ell'eot of whieli 
suggests groat purity of desfgn and 
[icrfncuion of e.\ecut!on. 

Passing out of the corridor into tho 
ball-room the visitor might almost im- 
agine himself in the exterior of a Rus- 
sian ball-room, as regards delicacy of 
color, and there is a delightful eenae of 
ligiit, airy coolness. The room is GO 
foet long by 30 feet fi inches wide, the 
walls being 18 feet his;h from tho floor. 
The ceiling, which is technically des- 
cribed as wagon-headed in shape, and 
elaborately paneled, is 23 feet high in 
the center. On either side of the room 
aro deeji reccssi'd alcoves, 25 feet !otig 
by 1 feet detip. Tho soutii alcovi; is 
filled with windows,and the north v>'itli 
a inagniScent fireplace. 

There are large bay window) at each 
end, and at the east end is the min- 
strels' gallery, the front of which is uu 
open, white, arcadcd balustrade, and it 
is covered with molded ribs, filled in 
between in low relief, in the form of a 
very perfect Hpeciiacn of stamped 
leather paper. The ceiling is elaborate- 
ly paneled after the manner of the six- 
teenth century houses in England, of 
which Crewe Hall is so fine a specimen. 
An elaborate cornice and frieze nearly 
two feet deep goes quite around. The 
plain surface of the w.alls is of a ligiit 
fawn color, the lower' portion being 
paneled as a high dado, with mask and 
dcroll ornamental frieze, in all seven 
feet high. The two central alcoves are 
supported by columns and pilasters of 
i;oni[)03ite character, tlio upper portion 
being llutcd ami tho lower elaborate! v 
carved with mask and scroll ornanionts. 
The south alcove is fitted up with the 
lire grate and mantelpiece, which ia a 
very imposing work. The grate, which 
is a very fine design, is constructed of 
brass andiron, theside.iof the fireplace 
are liiied with tiles painted with figures 
and foliage in delicate tones of brown 
and yellow, aiifl the wliole is enframed 
with bold moldings of Siena marble, 
which is carried round the basis of the 
carved trusses which sunport tba col- 
uino of the super.structure, the whole 
being elaborately carved and furnished 
with a pediniontal head. A projecting 
center panel has been arranged to re- 
ceive a [licturo. 

The wliole height of the uiantolpieco 
is about si.xteen feet, within a couple of 
feet of the cornice. The hearth is' laid 
with mosaics with a Siena marble fen- 
der. All the windows in the ball-room 
are internally arched, with recea-scs in 
wliicli 'the blinds and curtains are 
hung to render unnecessary ordinary 
curtain poles. Tho lloor is of oak,wiili 
simple praquet bordering. The whole 
of the ceiling and decorations aro 
white, and the latter have all been de- 
signed and moulded especially for the 
room. For dancing pur[)Oses it is liglit- 
ed by three large center gas lights in 
the roof, specially designed by Mr. 
Edis, which serve for the purpose of 
ventilation as well, the foul air being 
pumped into a central external turret. 
There are also seven two-light gas 
brackets projecting from the walls, 
fitted with opalesque globes, whicli 
throw out a ;ioft light. * 

Tlie '.valla are at present being decor- 
ated with the Prince's Indian collection 
of arms, arranged in various trophies, 
and the windows aro curtained with 
heavy, gold-embroidered Indian silk. — 
London Tinier. 



A Brilliant Woman.

John Rose, there has been removed from 
society one of it.s brightest ornanionts. 
Her liusbaiid owed to her tact and good 
sense a great share of tho good fortune 
which has folliiwed him sinco he gave up

London. She po.sseased an e.xtraordinary 
faculty for marrying her children to 
desirable parties. One daughter was mar- 
ried to the millionaire Stono-.Staiiloy, 
another to Stanley-Clarke, a well known 
man of means and fashion; while her sons 
succeeded in procuring an entrance into 
tlie Prince of Wales' set and in marrying 
great heiresses.

PEACE ICIVEU. 

Soino or tlio'Ppcnliarilics of titc 
District Tiis i>3ih'li Wliicli the 
ICivor PsiMses. 

Till! Edmonton Bulletin says: — \V. 
T. Thompson, 1). T, S,, and jiarty ar- 
rived from Peace lliver on Thursday 
last by the . way of Slave Lake aiid 
Athabasca Landing. Mr. Thompson 
has been etniiloyod all summer in lo- 
cating niul running a portion of the 
si.\:th priiici[ial meridian, wliii'li crosses 
the Peace about twenty-three miles east 
of Dunvegan, and locating the boundary 
line of British Columbia, which is sev- 
enty-seven miles further west, or eight 
miles west of the mouth of Clearwater 
Puver, wliich empties into the Peace on 
the nortl; side. It wn'' ;e original in- 
tent ion to locate the ..xtli principal 
meridian south from Peace Kiver to 
Jasper House, on the Athabasca, but 
owing to \he difficult nature of the 
country and the scarcity of supplies, 
that [irojeet was abandoned. The'coun- 
try through which the line would have 
run is principally brule and muskeg. 
j\Iost of tho work done by the party 
wasin heavy timber — poplar and sj)! uce. 
North of their line and on the cart road 
to Dunvegan frtiin the mouth of Smol-y 
River there is a piece of most beantiful 
])rairic, but not nearly as large" as Im.s 
been represented. It o.xtemls fur a- 
bout sixty miles in length from east to 
west by from one to fifteen in breadth. 
It is beautiful, clean, dry prairie, with 
clumps of good timber scattered over 
it, and timber all around, resembling. a 
park in appearance. The prairie is wid- 
est at Little Burnt River where Jlr. 
Milton's farm is, about two-thirds of 
the distiuice from the mouth of Smoky 
River to Dunvegan. West of Dim- 
vegan on the pack trail to h'ort St. 
John there is some open country, but 
it has consit'erable willow on it, and is 
inferior to the prairie east of Dunvegan 
The greater jiart of the country is 
heavily wooded with poplar and spruce. 
Tho soil is a rich black mould with a 
clay subsoil very similar to that of 
Edmonton. The past was an exception- 
ally dry and frosty season, there" being 
sharp frosts in every month of the sum- 
mer, ijut not witiistautling this the crop 
[ilaiilcd nt |)nnvf'gaii did well. While 
the I'etice River country is all that was 
over claimed for it in regard to quality 
it is nothing in quantity to what was ex- 
pected, and is not likely to teni]>t a 
railroad to run into it for many years, 
it being surrounded by such an extent 
of worthless timber and uiuskcg coun- 
try. The Peace River which gives its 
name to the region and forms n •ineaiia 
of communication through it is a noble 
stream 600 yards wide, of great dejitli, 
with banks from 600 to 1,000 feet high, 
and navigable fortholargest river stenin^ 
ers with only two breaks for over 1,000 
miles right tlirouglTthe heart of the 
llocky Mountains and for a consider- 
able distance on the western siile. The 
carl road from the nioiilh of Smoky 
River to Slave Lake is about TT) miles 
long and is very good this year. Slave 
Lake is sixty or seventy mih;s long and 
einjities into tho Atiiabasca by the 
Slave lliver, which is lifty-four miles 
long, and has a breadth of about 100 
feet. The distance traversed by it in a 
straight lino is aliout thirty-five inilex. 
It is very low at present, but in an 
average stage of water would be navig- 
able for a light draught steamboat. The 
Athabasca was ahso very low and ice 
was running in it thickly when tho 
party were couiing down. Tlioy expect- 
ed it to close not later than the day 
after tli(;y left it. The trip from the 
British Columbia bouudury Ijue to Etl- 
inonton occupied just a moiilli.

SaraO. Jewett, to persuade young girls 
who wonder what they shall do to 
earn their living, that it is really bettor 
to choose some business that is in the 
line of women's natural work. 1'here 
is a great repugnance at the thought of 
being a servant, but a girl is no less 
a servant to the man wlio owns tlie 
shop where she stands all day behind 
the counter than she is where she Waits 
upon the table or cooks the dinner in a 
]ileasant house; and to my mind there 
would not be a minute's question be- 
tween the two ways of going out to 
Korvii'c. Tlio wages are better, the 
home is better, the freedom and liberty 
are double in one what they are in the 
other. If, instead of the sham scrvico 
that is given by ignorant and really 
overpaid servants to-d»y; sensible girls 
who are anxious to bo taken can; of 
thtiinselves and earning good wages 
woilld lit tliomsolvcH at the , cooking 
schools, or any wa}' they founo avail- 
able, tlir^y would not long wait for 
employment, and would be valued im- 
mensely by their employers. When 
one realizes liow hard it is to find good 
women for every kind of work in our 
houses, and what prices many rich 
j)eoi)le are morn than willing to ]);iy if 
tlnn' can be well suited, it is a wondrf 
more girls are not ready to seize cliancCK. 
It is because such work has been al- 
most always so carelessly and badly 
done that it has fallen into disrepute, 
and the doors of it have taken such low- 
ranks. Nobody takes iiio trouble to 
lit ber.self pro[)erly, but wonion trust 
to being taught and finding out their 
duties nfter they assume such p'j.~,i- 
tions, not before. — (,'/iiciiijit Tiiui\'<

Be 
shouted, threatened, implored and, had 
he not been a member of the churcli, 
woidd have sworn. Bi^t no one responded 
to his calls for more than an hour. Then 
tho ferryman, having finished his noonday 
meal, roturnod with the horse, made fast 
to the line and drew the half-dead young 
man ashore. Tlie situation of a person 
seated in the cage is one of danger under 
tho moat favorable circumstances, but 
under the circumstances in which our 
young friend crossed it was positively 
alarming. Tho ferryman, it is supposed, 
desired to play a practical joke; but it 
will strike most persons as being an ex- 
ceedingly ill-timed one.

EASTERN STATES. 
Nkw York, Dec. 2L— The Journal 

of Commerce says: Tho few representa- 
tives of tho Pacific Coast should not be 
longer allowed to dicliito any Cliinese 
legislation. Congressional courti'sy 
wan stretched to an intolorablo extent 
when the California d9legation were 
humored in their anti-Chinoso crusade 
last congrPHs. The worst tlesigns of 
tliia shameful law have been virtually 
frustrated by tin.' cunning of tiio Chi- 
nese. They have proved more than a 
match for tiieir California porsecuton;. 
Now is the time to make a manly con- 
fession of the error and throw up the 
sponge. The present congro.ss i.s not 
responsible for tho Htuiiidity and 
wroilg doing of the last oiie.g Repeal, 
not amendinont, is the remetly. The 
Califoriiiii members would not only re- 
quire u.s to Huijport an nriny of police- 
moil to execute their whims along the 
northern boundary, but would clothe a 
mob of obscure officials all over the 
country with tremendous arbitrary 
powers. California has been in the 
habit of asking and receiving a great 
deal, but this is altogether too much 
for tiie abused patience of tlio rest of 
the United States. She has made 
American legislation the laughing ."itock 
of China, by her rcsponsiViility of a 
ailly law. 'I'lie American iieojilc do 
most emphatically object to any at- 
tempt to patch up tills (lisyracofui fail- 
ure, and make a bad matter worse, by 
highly offensive and expensive means, 
which alone commend themselves to 
tiie baflled, enraged representatives of 
California.

Tlic Inventor or Ciiristmas 
' Cards. - •-■-fti-VV-:,- 

Tho. first admirer of art who ever 
sent his friends a Christmas card was 
— if a controverted, but generally ac-, 
cepted tradition be true — the late Sir 

Henry Cole, llo projected tho idea 
of greeting his acquaiiuances by means 
of a pictorial card bearing seasonable 
wishes. Tlie result of the notion was 
that Sir Henry's friend, ilr, Horsley, 
designed a festive board of diners ar- 
ranged on a plan which resembles in 
burlesque the celebrateu dinner scene 
which Millais painted in his pre lia- 
I phacljte day.s. Hero the people, lock- 
j ing at us out of tho iiieture, hold up 
j the glasses to toast us. This scene is 
I flanked on right aud left by two alle 
1 gorical drawings of almsgiving. Thus 
i the whole design forms a kind of ir- 
i regular predelia, and underneath comes 
I the immortal wish — "A I\terry Christ- 
nms and a Happy New Ypar to You.'' 
Sir Henry Cole, as many know, and as 
many more will learn from his forth- 
coming "Recollections," wrote frequent- 
ly under ihe pseiulonijm of Felix Sum- 
merly." This card|in its original state, 
bore that it was "published at Sum- 
morly's Home Treasury Office, 12, Old 
Bond street" It eooms to havo been 
printed in outline and colored by hand. 
In execution and workmanship it is as 
unlike raoJern Christmas cards as Peter 
Parley ia unlike Mr. Iluskin. Never- 
tholesH, the folk depicted here have 
red, healthy cheeks, and there is a sim- 
ple spontaneity abuut Horsloy's design 
that still pleases. It wnii issued in 
1846. Some fifteen or twont)' years 
aftrwards Sir Henry Cole republished 
this design in order to vindicate his 
claim to the origination of Christmas 
card.s. Some have said that Prince 
Albert brought over the idea from 
Germany. Others have endeavored to 
jirove that an Englishman was the first 
to project the thing, but that Sir 
II onry was not that Englishman. 
Some time ago there was a protracted 
newspaper debate on the subject. Sir 
Henry Cole was scarcely defeated then; 
v'o must wait and see whether Mr. 
Alan Cole, hia son, editor of his father's 
forthcoming memoirs, will completely 
vindicate his parent's claim.*

Tliv Severest Cold Tropical iu 
its Effects. 

Manitoba's authorities having uvened 
that in their dry atmosphere cold is not 
more Boverely felt at ;)0^ below zero than 
it is at Koro in th9 hunnd air of Groat 
Brituiu, and that binldiii;^ operations aro 
carried on nil the winter in Manitoba, a 
writer iu tli" Kansas City Tinies says: 
"Tho tliormoraoter at '2= below freezing 
point in England causes far more discom- 
fort than when it is G9.° below in Manitoba; 
and, iu fact, tho lower the thormometor 
goes tho less the cold is felt, owing to tho 
extraordinary quantity of oxygen iu the 
air. It is nc- nuoommon sight in Manitoba, 
whou tho mercury registers 50® or CO® 
bolow zuro, to 800 settlers walking about in 
bare toct and with shirt sleeves rolled up, 
enjoying to tho fullest extent the ozone in 
tho utinosphoro, and instead of building 
operatioua being suspended in winter, it is 
u remarkablo fact that as the cold increases 
building work increases, aud tho mortar be- 
comes so plastic as to render it a work of 
considorablo difUoulty for tho bricklayers to 
spread it properly. In December und .lan- 
uarj', when tho ilay's plowing is finished, 
the sottlors aro constantly in tho habit of 
allowing tho fires to go out in the evoning, 
while they sit outside on the porches in the 
warm winter moonlight and listen to the 
delightful warbling of the nightingale in the 
neighboring woods."

This gave Flood tho 
game; while Sharon held all the proxies 
Flood hold the solid stock. The verdict 
ia a rough deal on Sharon. Tlio contest 
cost for the purchase of shares and proxies 
ovor a quarter of amillion. Of a total of 
100,800 all voted but 107^. The victory 
is conceded to tho energy of J. \j. Flood, 
son of the millionaire, and tho rascality 
of tho holders of stock, who having sold 
Sharon thoir proxies thou sold their stock 
to Flood, Ho says the policy of tho com- 
pany will bo to continue work in tho low- 
er levels in tho hope of finding a now bo- 
niiuza.
